"Black Doggs", according to Frey, were named after debased 
silver coins during Queen Anne*s reign and he quotes 
Ashton " , , , , ,Shillings or other pieces of money, made 
only of Pewter double Wash*d," Frey also refers the reader 
to Swift, Drapier’s letters (iii), and Crosby, The name 
also extended itself into the latter 18th, and early 19th, 
centuries when the Cayenne Sous were so-called in the 
West Indies, 

I believe further information may be gleaned from Folke’s 
English Coinage (1763), I am certain you can borrow a 
copy from the A,N,S, However, you eire a researcher, and 
I’m darn certain you have already covered that book, 

I don’t know as I fully agree with your findings that only 
the plantation pieces circulated up to the first Quarter 
of the 18th, Century, Your published proof, of course, 
may change my mind.
